L. Aurelian Hybrids—Most important of all the new races of 
hybrids; crosses between L. Henryi and various white trumpet 
lilies. August blooming, plant 6” deep. Limited quantity of 
each of three type variations as follows: 


(1) ‘“Heart’s Desire” Shallow, wide flaring ‘bowl’ shape, 
color from creamy white to orange.

(2) “Sunburst” Closely resembling L. Henryi, does not 
recurve so much, color from creamy white through deep
